Californians “Reverse. Previous 
Ant-Japanese Attitude 


SEGREGATION BILL 1S KILLED 


its Supporters Make Strong Effort to 
Resurrect It, but Are Defeated in a 
Close Vote—Legisiature Now Clear 
of Any Measure Objected to by 
National Administration After 
Warm and Lengthy Argument 


Sacramento, Feb. 11,—Yielding to 
the pressure brought to bear by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Governor Gillett, 
the California assembly reversed its 
previous position by reconsidering the 
former vote on the. segregation of 
Japanese students in the public 
achools and finally rejecting the meas- 
ure by a vote of 41 to 37. 

An effort by the supporters of the 
pill further to reconsider was lost by 
@ vote of 38 to 38, and the assembly 
is now clear of any Japanese measure 
objected to by the national adminis- 
tration 

The fight for the suppression of the 
bili was won only after many hours of 
heated debate on the floor. The 
struggle started at 10:30 o’clock Wed- 
nesday morning on the presentation 
of a resolution by Assemblyman 
Transue of Los Angeles affirming the 

it of the state to govern its 

iools, but withdrawing the Jap- 
anese segregation measure because of 
the president’s objection-to. it, and_it 
lasted until 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
when Grove L. Johnson’s motion 
further to reconsider his defeated 
school segregation bill was defeated. 

The anti-Japanese forces in the 
assembly were led by Johnson, author 
of the school segregation bill on which 
the fight hinged, and Louis W. 
Junillard, Democratic floor leader, 
while the opposition was directed by 
Transue and Richard Melrose. 
Transue’s resolution opened the de- 
bate and the fight was really on this 
measure, the reconsideration motion 
not being put until there had been a 
lengthy argument. 

Mr. Johnson repeated his defiance 
of the president and called upon the 
assembly to “stand by its guns.” He 
Was answered by Transue aad Mel- 
rose, every phase of the question be- 
ing reviewed. 

Mr. Transue suddenly withdrew his 
resolution and the discussion centered 
on the reconsideration motion pre- 
sented by Walter, Leeds. This was 
finally forced to a vote and was car- 
ried by 43 to 34. The rolicall on the 
pill itself immediately followed and It 
was rejected by a yote of 41 to 37. 

Mr. Johnson was at once on. his 
feet with a motion again to recon- 
sider. This motion was put to a yote 
and resulted 38 to 38 and the bill was 
dead.

“Human bones” is the entry on the 
Shimosa’s manifest, said bones having 
belonged in life. to, 8000 expatriated 
Chinamen, who found death, but. not 
last resting places, in the United 
States, It is with the pious intent of 
interring the bones in Chinese soil 
that the countrymen of the dead 
Celestials have had them dug ap and 
sent to China on the Shimosa. 

It is a cardinal principle of the an- 
cestor worship that forms so large a 
part of Chinese religion that a man 
must be buried in the place in which 
he was born. Every few years, 
therefore, the Chinese in America 
gather up their dead for shipment to 
China and final interment in the soil 
of the Flowery Kingdom. 

The Chinese who live in the Unit- 
ed States and who are anxious that 
their bones shall rest finally in China 
Day a small weekly sum to a society 
which looks after the disposition of 
their remains. When there are 
enough Chinese dead to make the 
shipment worth while local under- 
takers dig up the coffins in al] the 
Chinese burial places and send them 
sealed to New York, Those gathered 
up west of the Mississippi are sent to 
San Francisco for shipment. 


MAY ALLAY TENSION 


Much Importance Attached to King 
Edward’s Visit to Germany 

Berlin, Feb. 9,—The visit of King 
Edward today is regarded generally as 
an event at the present moment of 
the greatest political significance -and 
with the feeling that it would be an 
excellent thing for both nations if the 
meeting of the two monarchs resulted 
in a mutual understanding tending to 
allay international tension. 

From no quarter, however, is the 

expectation voiced with any confidence 
that the visit of the English king will 
produce direct tangible effects. 
King Edward is accompanied by 
Queen Alezandra and official circles 
welcomed the royal visitors in the 
most courtly tone.

The Gettyshurg Address ~ 


Remarks at the Dedication of the National Cemetery et Gettysburg, 
November 19, 1863. 


OURSCORE and seven years ago our fathers brought forth upon 
this continent a new nation, conceived in liberty and ented 
to the proposition that all men are created equal. 

Now we are engaged in a great civil war, testing whether shat 
nation, or any nation so conceived and so dedicated, -can long endure. 
We are met on a great battlefield of that war. We have come to dedi- 
cate a portion of that field as a final resting place for ‘hose. who here 
gave their lives that that nation might live. It is altogether. fitting 


and proper that we should do this. 


But in a larger sense we cannot dedicate, we cannot consecrate, 
we cannot hallow, this ground. The brave men, living and dead, who 
struggled here have consecrated it far above our power to adi or de- 
tract. The world will little note nor long remember what we say here, 
but. it can never forget what they did here. It is for ns, the living, 
rather, to be dedicated here to the unfinished work which they who 
fought here have thus far so nobly advanced. It is rather for us to 


be 


dedicated to the great task remaining before us—that from 


these honored dead we take increased devotion to that cause for which 
they gave the last full measure of devotion; that we here highly re. 
solve that these dead shall not have died in vain; that this nation, under 
God, shall have a new birth of freedom, and that government of the 
people, by the people and for the pepple shall not perish from the earth.

OUR FIRST MUSTANGS. 


They Were Probably Brought to This 
Country by the Spaniards. 

The first horses of the western plains 
were probably brought there by the 
Spaniards. In 1545, almost fifty years 
before Jamestown was settled, Coro- 
nado, the Spanish captain, was roam- 
ing about the plains of New Mexico, 
and he tells of the dogs used by the 
Indians to haul their plunder on lodge 
poles, indicating that they had no 
horses at that date. 

In 1716 the Spanish again worked 
their way eastward across the plains, 
and their letters tell of the astonish- 
ment of the Indians at seeing the 
horses they had with them. The ex- 
pedition was constantly losing horses, 
and there is little doubt that the first 
droves of western horses originated 
from these strays. 

In the early days upon the plains 
they were a great pest to travelers. 
Woe be unto the luckless camper who 
allowed a band of wild horses to get 
close enough to his gentle horses, 
turned out for the night, to sweep 

off. It was almost useless to 
follow, for the call of the wild comes 
to"the gentlest of liorses When he js 
thrown with a band of his kind that 
have been born and raised free of all 
restraint.

The 
commission established by order of 
the President has just madé its _pre- 
liminary report, and every dweller 
in the small town like Andover should 
become aroused over the full signifi- 
cance of the suggestions contained 
therein. 

The theory may be correct in its 
basis that suggests the opening up of 
the entire world to the country town, 
but in a working out of that theory, 
so that the personality of the small 
town is to be entirely swallowed. up 
in the great world at large, no one 
can see anything but danger to the 
country. Out of such towns as An- 
dover, and thousands of others of 

reater or less distinction, have gone 
orth practically all of the influences 
that have been the strength and se- 
curity of this nation. Rail, as comic 
writers may delight to do, at the vil- 
lage grocer, and all that that signifies 
in a small community, we should not 
forget that that particular influence de- 
veloped such a character as Abraham 
Lincoln, and at this time when the 
exodus from the city to the country 
is more marked than ever before, we 
might wisely take account of stock 
as to why this is so. 

The man who has lived in the coun- 
try all his life ought to be compelled 
to go to the city for a period of years 
that he might ultimately come back 
home to a realization of what the 
sweet air, clean life, and dwelling 
close to nature actually mean. 

Don’t give us anything in the line 
of legislation that is going to take 
away from our town, or from our 
neighbors who are dwellers in towns 
like ours, the natural atmosphere that 
can only be preserved through the 
continuance of the village postoffice, 
the corner grocery, and all the other 
functions that have grown up with 
the great elms and woody roadways.

One who saw Lincoln 


Among the members of William F. 
Bartlett’ Post, there are many who 
saw Abraham Lincoln at the times 
when, as President he visited the var- 
ious army forts and camps. One of 
these is James Saunders, janitor of 
the Town Hall who enlisted from An- 
dover in July, 1862 in the Ist Mass. 
Heavy Artillery. This regiment was 
stationed at. Maryland Heights in 
1863, when the President visited the. 
camp. On this day Mr. Saunders was 
doing guard duty at the main en- 
trance to the camp, when the dis- 
tinguished visitor passed through the 
gate, unattended, and lifted his hat 
in, answer to the salute of the sol- 
dier on guard. 

When the assasination of Lincoln 
was announced Mr. Saunders {was 
detailed with three gunners to fire 
minute guns from sunset to sunrise 
one night and again on the day of 
the funeral he was one of-the four 
who fired half hour guns from’ sun- 
rise to sunset. 

While the\ assassin of the President 
was at large Mr. Saunders was on 
duty at Ogdensburg searching every 
train which passed through that town 
in an effort to apprehend Booth. 
While doing this work he had sev- 
eral interesting experiences in cap- 
turing and. searching suspicious in- 
dividuals who bore some resemblance 
to the man wanted.

He Saw Lincoln 


Oran J. Randlett of 33, Milton 
street, matiager of Randé eal Es- 
tate company in the Bay State build- 
ing and a past commander of General 
paige Post 146, wy i R., of this 
city, was.a witness of the assagsina- 

on of P. prient, Linggin, in Ford's 
theatre, Washington, D. C., on the 
night of April 14, 1865. Mt, Randlett 
was énlisted, in the 12th New Ham- 
shire regiment in Laconia, N. H., ih 
f st, 1862, In the, Cold Harbor 
ight he was twice wounded and. car- 
ried to a hospital at Washington for 
treatment, It. was at this time while 
in a stdté of convalescene that he 
went to the theatre where the assass- 
ination occurred. Mr. Randlett in 


a -modest-imanner_at- first declined to. 


be given any notoriety but was finally 
prevailed upon to tell the story of 


“Honest Abe's” killing, which jhe did ' 


as follows: “On the night of April 
14th, I, with four of my friends went 
to Ford’s “The American Cousin,” 
having seats very flear the Centre of 
the ‘patquet ‘citcle. In the sécord 
floor box to our right wert Président 
and Mrs. Lincoln, Major Harlan and 
Miss Harris, plainly to our view. The 
play had been under way some time 
and the curtain had just dropped 
on the act, when we heard a pistol 
shot. A woman screamed, and in an 
instant a man had leaped out of the 
Ox, atid striking the stage fourteen 
feet below, fell upon one hes. He 
jumped to his feet with a dagger 
in oné hand, atid waving thé imple- 
ment aloft cried ’Sic Seniper Tyrah- 
nis,’ as he ran off the stage. I was 
soon, aware, of the man’s identity for 
several, persons, near us. spoke. the 
name, J. Wilkes Booth, and someone 
ran upon the stage folowing him to 
the wings. He escaped out of the 
side doot, and. ninety as he 
assed out of sight there 1s 
scream from the President’s box 
and a ¢all for physicians, to which 
one or two tesponded, Laura Keefe; 
the star of the. production stepped to 
the front of the curtain, and sayin 
that the President had been. sho 
asked all to retire, which was quietly 
done. We passed out into the street 
where all was excitement. A cry 
was raised that Booth had been 
caught and clattiors to ‘Mob him,’ 
‘Hang hini, and the like, spread fike 
wildfire. Rumots became prevalent 
that the vice-president and secretary 
Seward had also been assassinated, 
and this only served to further. in- 
furiate the mob, . Very soon the Pres- 
ident was borne to a house across 
the street, passing within the reach 


of my hand. All night long the ex- 
citement was intense it con- 
tiiued for tiany days. We went 


back to the hospital, but there was 
ho quietude even there and in the 
morning it was reported that the 
President had passed away. I was 
in the city during the funeral and 
saw the body of the President as 
it lay in state in the rotunda of the 
capitol. There were all sorts of ru- 
mofs regarding the final disposition 
of the body of Booth, but none prov- 
ed to be correct. We learned ‘that 
Secretary Seward had been stabbed 
and a friend of mine was detailed to 
nurse him for ‘some time. I was in 
Washington during the events which 
tharked the close of the war, and 
witnessed the final review of the 
Union armies. I took my discharge 
papers. from Washington and_ re- 
prenpe alone to my home in Laconia, 
oe.

Andrew Carnegie is to make his 
first gift to a secondary school, Phil- 
lips Andover Academy, according to 
the announcement made last Wed- 
nesday night at the dinner of Andover 
alumni in Young’s Hotel. The acad- 
emy is to take over the property of 
the theological seminary which was 
lately moved to Cambridge, paying 
for the land and buildings $200,000. 
This is to be raised by subscription 
among the alumni. 

When the fund shall have reached 
$175,000 Mr. Carnegie is to provide the 
necessary $25,000 for its completion. 
It is estimated that about $50,000 will 
be then required to put the property 
in shape for the needs of the school, 
and when this has been done, as 
Principal Alfred E. Stearns said in 
‘his address, the school will be second 
to none in this country in the matter 
of having an ideal site for an institu- 
tion of the sort.
